Heats were IndisGivini-
pately faken possussion of by visitors to the
Church, sand a large portion ol pewholders
were leit to do the bext they could for places,
By direction of the Beverend Chancellor of the
Dlocese, seversl pews had been reserved for the
use of those to whom inviiations had been ex-
dended, bul these, 100, had early occupants,
Although sowe inconvenience resulted from the
demand for seats, the siriolest decorum was
observed during the splendid ceremonies, Near
11 o'elock A. lil, the grand wmarch by Lind-
painter was commenced by the Germania Or-
chestra, and foon the procession entered cthe
Cathedral I'rnlmml.h(-! Eptscopal resldence, and
took pl within the sanctuary.

Thopﬁlﬁ!gl Reverend Blahop, T:mmﬁ Frederick
Wood, was robed In the magnificent dress of his
office, with mitre and crozier, and after the
singing of Haydn's *“T'e Deum™ by u fine combi-
pation choir, he aseended the altar snd began

the celebution of Pentifical Mapss, sasisted as
follows :—Assistant Priest, Rev, James 0'Connor;
Deacon of the Mass, Rev. Aug. J. McConomy,
Chancellor of the Dioeese; sSub-Deacon, Mr,
Bamuel Mattingly, Seminar® of St, Charles Bor-
romeo; Deacons of Honor, Revs, James O'Raoil ly
and John J, Blootk, The following seminarians
werejsubordinnte officers of the Magss:—Master of
Ceremonies, Messts, F, (PNelll wnd J, McElroy;

The choral portion of the services
consisted of Hummel’s Chorus Mpss in B fint
with mstrumental aceompaniment, opening with
ilie "Kyrie Eleiron” in excelicnt styie, Li!w:ry
part of the prand chorus wias sung with fine
mugical effect, The Duo, in Mendelssohn's
“Song of Praise,” wae splendidly sung by the
Misses Welsh, at the offertoriom.

The altar presented a rich and brilliant ap-
pearance during the services, and was decorated
with art and natural beauty. Al its rear was
& grove of evergreens, and distributed among
elaborale candelabras were clusters of llies,
inponicas, and other rarve flowers and twinings
of lvy, myrtle, and laurel, Above were arches
of light, wound with green branches, and in ad-
dition to innumerable eandies wpon the altar,
two beantitul gronps of gas jets were fixed at 1ts
sides, A gorgeons effect was produced as the
noon<dny sun, reflected from the rich-colored
skylights, fell upon the vestments, lights, and
ormaments vsed within the sanctuary. An elo-
gueul gcrmon was preached by the Rev. J,J.

banahan, from the text proseribed fer theday.
After the Mass, the l'si_g:t Benediction was um-
parted by the Right Reverend Bishop, and the
morning services closed with the overture to
Mebul's Jogeph by the orchestra, In the after-
noon Poutlfical Vespers was sung, and the attend-
anoe wis w8 large a8 durlng the earlier part of
the day.

Enster was also observed in 8t. Augustine's
Church, N, Fourth street, by the celebration ot
a Grand Deacon wnd Sub-ieicon Muss, the cele-
brant being the Rev, Father Porgolesi, of the
Birtine Chapel, Rome, and the sub-dencons, the
Rey. Fethers Stanton and Mark Crane, The
main altar was splendidly decorated with na-
tural flowers i great profusion,and other appro-
priate sdornments, and when lighled ur with
mnumerable wax tapers arraeged on i, pre-
sented a mwost beautitul and striking appestance,
The chuorci: was densely erowded with worship-
pere, many no doubt baving been attracted by
ihe announcement that Hommel's Grand Mass
in D would be performed ior the first time in
Philadelphia on this ocoasion. The mass was
admirably rendered with the utmost precision
and eflfect by the ohoir, which numbered up-
wards of forty excellent voices, and ineluded
gome ot the best professional and amateur
talent in Philadelphia, The nn‘n‘plerl.juauce wis
done to the splendid work, and reflected great
eredit on all engaged in its performance, as well
as upon Protessor Thunder, under whose
ausplees It was so creditably produced. Hum-
wel’s “Almas Virgo” wns sung at the Oifertory
with great power and effect, Misd Blackburne
sustaining the solo poriions in the most credit-
able manner, The Rev, Fa'her Crane delivered
an appropriate and eloquent discourse on the
occnston, and the gelebration throughout was
of & highly impressive and interesting chor-
acter.
